Co-worker allegedly 
poisons man’s drink 


A female employee of Lambert 
Properties could face embezzlement 
charges by the Wayne County Prose¬ 
cutor. 

The company located at 36572 
Goddard Road, made a report in 
June to the Romulus Police Depart¬ 
ment suggesting that the employee 
had taken funds from the company 
totaling $2,48Q in two separate inci¬ 
dences. 

The first reported occurrence was 
on March 26, at which time the em¬ 
ployee took $1,380 that had been in 
the office. The second occurrence 
was on April 5, at which time it is al¬ 
leged the employee took an addition¬ 
al $1,100. 

After the report was filed, Romu¬ 
lus police brought the suspect in for 
questioning at which time she under¬ 
went a polygraph exam. Failing the 
exam, the susp^ subsequently con¬ 
fessed to the crime. 

It isn't known at this time why the 
employee took the cash. "I guess she

just felt she needed the money," said 
Sgt. Jeffiey Keefer of the Romulus 
PD. "At this time it is an open inves¬ 
tigation. We have submitted a war¬ 
rant recommendation to the Wayne 
County Prosecutor for their deci¬ 
sion." 

In another report filed by an area 
Romulus Business, police were 
called when a man ingested a chemi¬ 
cal that had been placed in his drink 
by a coworker. 

The incident took place at H/J 
Manufacturing at 15771 Huron Riv¬ 
er Drive. 

Upon ingestion, the victim began 
to experience a very ill feeling, along 
with dizziness, \\ffien he began to 
vomit, he drove himself to the Con- 
centra Health Clinic to receive treat¬ 
ment Upon arriving at the clinic, the 
victim suffered convulsions, at which 
time he was transported to Annapolis 


Hospital by ambulance. 

It isn't as of yet known why the 
suspect would have placed the chem¬ 
ical in the victim's drink, however 
other employees believe personality 
differences between the two could 
have led to the incident. 

The suspect was taken into cus¬ 
tody by the Romulus police, where 
he was detained for questioning. 
Eventually, the suspect confessed to 
having placed the chemical, part of 
which contained mineral spirits, into 
the coworker’s beverage. 

Sgt. Jeffrey Keefer notes that 
placing a foreign substance into the 
food or drink of another with intent 
to cause bodily harm, is a felony 
punishable by up to ten years in 
prison. A warrant recommendation 
has been sent to the Wayne County 
Prosecutor, at which time a warrant 
will be issued and chaiges filed. 

The victim remains at Annapolis 
Hospital for treatment and observa¬ 
tion. 


Cops nab money 
order fraud ring

Notified by Detroit Police of a 
possible fraud ring passing bogus 
money orders, Romulus Police began 
an investigation that led them to a re¬ 
cent arrest 

The suspects, after placing an or¬ 
der with a Texas company, paid the 
owner $9,500 with money orders. 
Upon payment, the Texas company 
sent tires and wheels totaling that 
amount to Dawe's Transport at 29225 
Adrport Drive, Romulus. The order, 
consisting of very' expensive wheel 
rims, some valued at $1,000, was to 
be received by the local Romulus 
business, and picked up by the sus¬ 
pects upon delivery. 

"The suspects had the same type 
of wheel and tire on their own person¬ 
al automobiles," said Sgt Jeff Keefer 
of the Romulus Police Department. 
"We believe they were selling friem to 
personal acquaitances and business¬ 
es." 

Alerted to the possible theft ring, 
Romulus Police gained cooperation 
from Dawes Transport, putting the lo¬ 
cal business under surveillance for the 
entire day when the shipment was re¬ 
ceived. Dawes also supplied police 
with all the paperwork available on 
the purchase. "They were innocent in 
the matter, completely unaware that 
the suspects had used bogus money 
orders to pay for the shipment, they 
cooperated ^y, even allowing us to 
sit in the business for the day waiting 
for the suspects to appear," said 
Keefer. 

The suspect did arrive at Dawe's 


Transport where he tried to complete 
the transaction by passing a bad 
check. At that time, Romulus police 
arrested a black male, age 27, from 
Detroit, and his girlfriend. They were 
taken into custody, after which the 
girlfriend was released upon question¬ 
ing. The man was held in jail 
overnight for further questioning. 

Two men at least are suspected in 
the ring which operates out of the city 
of Detroit They are also wanted for 
questioning in connection with the 
same type of activity in Pontiac, Troy 
and D^oit Because of the multi ju¬ 
risdictional situation, the case has 
been assigned to the Downriver Auto 
Theft Team, of which Romulus Offi¬ 
cer Teny Cox is a member. 

"The case has been assigned to us 
at this time," said Cox. "We will pro¬ 
vide additional information when we 
have fully investigated the allegations 
and submit a warrant recommenda¬ 
tion." 

Romulus Police also felt that due 
to the lack of manpower and hours 
needed to investigate this type of 
fraud ring, the Auto Theft Team 
would be better suited to finish the in¬ 
vestigation. 

"It would be a very time consum¬ 
ing investigation," said Keefer. "At 
this time we just don't have the man¬ 
power to complete it, however we did 
make the arrest and take the suspect 
into custody, the Auto Theft Team 
will take over." 

The Downriver Auto Theft Team 
is a Consortium of officers from vari¬ 
ous community police departments 
that concentrate Soley on auto related 
crimes.

Phase II of CSO projeet may be ‘the final straw’ 


Like it or not, Inkster taxpayers 
may have to dig deeper into their 
pockets to pay for yet a second 
Combined Sewer Overflow (CSO) 
system. The deadline for the city to 
present its plan on how city officials 
want to eliminate the last dozen 
outfalls in the city is Dec. 31, accord¬ 
ing to City Engineer Johnny Lev- 
erette. 

Taxpayers are presently paying 
their share of a $21 million CSO 
basin constructed in the late 1990’s 


Council seeks funding for $13 million basin 


to eliminate 10 outfeUs, a system of 
pipes that carries rain water to the 
Rouge. By court order, Inkster, 
along with other municipalities on 
the Rouge River; have been ordered 
to cease and desist using the old sys¬ 
tem and create basins that would 
treat the water, then send it flowing 
into the Whyne County system. Or 
upgrade their present sewer lines to 


handle flood waters. 

“The city must present its plans 
and its specifications on how^it is go¬ 
ing to eliminate the rest of the out¬ 
falls to the court on or before Dec. 31 
of this year,” said Leverette. “As you 
know they (mayor and city council) 
have been studying various plans on 
how they are going to do this. 

“One plan is to join with neigh¬ 


boring cities, like Dearborn and 
Dearborn Heights. Dearborn has 
proposed to building a 'tunnel’ that, 
if Inkster joined, would eliminate 
five of the outfalls in the eastern 
quadrant of the city, or they may de¬ 
vise a system of their own. 

“But, one thing for sure, there is a 
Dec. 31 deadline and we will have to 
meet it.”

“The Fourth is a time of celebra¬ 
tion, so let’s not make it a time of 
tragedy, too,” warned Ficano. 

Fireworks may be exciting to 
watch, but mishandled they can 
cause serious iruuries and, in cases, 
cause fatal iqjuries. 

“Never hold fireworks in your 
hands or around your eyes and ears. 
Always use fireworks in an open

functioning fireworks. Always leave 
it alone for at least an houi; and soak 
it with water to ensure that it won’t 
explode.” 

Education is the best way to 
avoid iqjuries, 

‘The best thing you can do for 
your feunily is to educate them,” said 
Ficano. “And always follow the direc¬ 
tions on the packaging.” 

The Wayne County sheriff also 
warns that some fireworks remain il¬ 
legal to sell or possess in Michigan. 

There are two types of fireworks, 
Ficano pointed out. The first kind, 
known as Class B fireworks, are 
manufactured and used for profes¬ 
sional displays. They are over 2 1/2 


inches in diameter and can contain 
more than 50 grams of explosive 
compounds. 

The second kind of fireworks is 
‘Caass C”. These are the kind com¬ 
monly sold in stores for consumer 
use. They include sparklers, fire¬ 
crackers and “fountain” types of 
tube fireworks. The Consumer Safe¬ 
ty Commission approves these fire¬ 
works, but many states ban a por¬ 
tion of them. Michigan is among 
those that ban most types of fire¬ 
works. 

‘There is a real danger in fire¬ 
works,” says Ficano.

Leverette also px)mted out that if 
the city opted to go with Dearborn, 
it would clear five of the outfalls from 
the local landscape, but there would 
still remain five or six others that 
would have to be addressed. 

Leverette said that the CSO n 
phase may cost up to $13 million, 
but he is quick to add that there will 
be some federal and state dollars 
available for the project. If the city 
pleaded poverty, that it couldn’t put 
together a financial package to pay 
for Phase II, then the city would 
have to ask the courts for an exten¬ 
sion. 

However, city and elected offi¬ 
cials have not publicly discussed 
how they plan to raise the moneys 
for the second phase of the CSO 
project. On more than one occasion. 
Mayor Hilliard Hampton, Jr., turned 
down proposals to raise taxes for 


much-needed road improvement, 
knowing that the taxpayers will 
have a mandated obligation to pay 
for CSO projects. 

The federally-mandated imposi¬ 
tion on the local taxpayers to pay a 
share, if not all, of Phase n of the 
CSO project, may just be the straw 
the breaks the proverbial camel’s 
back- 

‘This city would be faced with 
huge fines if we don’t address this is¬ 
sue,” Hampton has reminded his 
colleagues and council audiences in 
the past, ‘ljust don’t know just how 
, much more this city can take.” 

Leverette said that it would take 
at least another 12 months before 
the legal paper work and the bond¬ 
ing are completed for the project to 
move forward. 

‘If all goes well, this project could 
begin July 1 (2003) and be fini^ed 
on or before Dec. 31, 2005,” the city 
engineer concluded.

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We want, we want, we want! Ballot proposals 
want to take more money from your wallet 


I’m a guy that believes in paying his 
fair share. If a local school district needs 
money, this newspaper usually supports 
the cause. If a municipality wants to tax 
homeowners for a police or fire station 
we usually lend our support. 

The upcoming primary election, how¬ 
ever, which is only four weeks away, has 
my head spinning. There are so many 
governmental units asking for money we 
aU will be seeking public assistance, if 
everyone gets their way. 

I call it the September 11 Syndrome. 
The wave of patriotism that followed that 
tragic day has put us all in a mood to sup¬ 
port our pubUc officials in every way we 
can. But now some of those officials are 
using the patriotic fervor that has swept 
our nation, to ease more money out of our 
pocketbooks. 

One proposal in particular that you 
have to wonder about will appear on the 
ballot as Proposal S. This proposal if ap¬ 
proved wUl renew the money you and I 
give the SMART bus system every year 
AND provide them with an additional 
90% increase over the current rate. 

Are you stiU standing? SMART wants 
a 90% increase from you. That means if 
your house has a taxable value of 
$100,000, instead of paying them $33 out 
of your wallet, each year, if Proposal S 
passes, you wiU now pay $60 a year. 

Many of us view SMART, as a Detroit 
bus system. In Western Wayne County 
we get tired of subsidizing Detroit sys¬ 
tems. For instance Wayne County Com¬ 
munity College received a hefty increase 
last year when their proposal passed by 
3,500 votes county-wide. The suburbs 
voted 4 to 1 in opposition to the proposal, 
but city of Detroit voters cast their ballots 
overwhelmingly for the new millage.

vein. Yeah, I’m willing to give you the 33 
bucks, and maybe even a slight increase, 
but $60, that’s really taking advantage of 
the suburban voter. 

Another proposal expected to receive 
its fair share of criticism is Proposal K. K 
seeks money on behalf of the Wayne 
County Regional Educational Services 
Agency (RESA) to fund disabled and im¬ 
paired students in districts throughout the 
county. 

Educators believe that special educa¬ 
tion is underfunded, and that it costs dis¬ 
tricts hundreds of thousands of dollars in 
chargebacks from the state each school 
year. RESA is asking for 1 .5 mills. 

Again, 1.5 miUs is a lot of money. Too 
much money, in this taxapayer’s estima¬ 
tion. The State, RESA, and local school 
districts need to work this out without 
coming to me and other taxpayers with 
their hand out. We pay enough to educate 
our children. 

And then there is Proposal J, which 
would allow for the continuation of a 
millage to operate the county jail that ex¬ 
pires this year. The County seeks a re¬ 
newal to keep the millage in place for an¬ 
other 10 years. We have Uttle choice here. 
No one is getting greedy and asking for 
additional millage — just a renewal. I 
guess we should give this the thumbs up. 

I don’t know about you, but depending 
in what municipahty you vote, the ballot 
will also have local issues that if passed 
win take more money from you. Be care¬ 
ful, and spend your money judiciously.

Schools welcome black principals 


I doubt whether Plymouth- 
Canton students will take no¬ 
tice of their three new black 
principals when the next se¬ 
mester starts. 

But guess who will? 

Hint: nobody in the schools 
will notice because, I expect, 
Canton High School Principal 
Cassandra Smith, Central 
Middle School Joyce John¬ 
son, and Hulsing Elementary 
Principal Carolyn Washington 
— all recruited for their race 
but hired because of their 
qualifications — will fit right 
in, carrying on their predeces¬ 
sors’ work. 

Unfortunately, there’s too 
little flexibility at any of these 
schools to change a thing. 
With all the state’s require¬ 
ments and little of its money, 
and with all of the school- 
worker unions’ demands and 
little of their cooperation, the 
trio face too many bureau¬ 
cratic obstacles to make 
much of a difference. 

This is a shame because in 
her heyday (before the state 
board of education and 
Wayne County Re^onal Ser¬ 
vice Agency hogtied princi¬ 
pals and teachers) outgoing 


Canton High School Principal 
Patricia Patton, a cultured 
and generous educator, 
helped create a high school 
campus that perhaps offered 
students more opportunities 
than any other hi^ school in 
the state. 

But like Cinderella’s car¬ 
riage, the campus turned into 
a pumpkin, empty and seedy, 
mutated into “schools within 
a school” by consultants from 
a distant ^axy on Earth to 
graze on scarce Plymouth- 
Canton money. 

District changes left Smith 
with as little opportunity as 
the students. 

Same with Johnson and 
Washington, who will have 
their hands full next Fall 
preparing pupils for state 
tests, qualifying them for free 
federal lunches or state learn¬ 
ing disability programs, or 
preparing them for a global 
economy spinning out of con¬ 
trol. 

Good luck principals. May 
you be the first of maify well- 
qualified minorities hired to 
administer Plymouth-Canton 
schools. 

However, one place in Can¬ 



ton where your hiring has 
probably set some tongues a- 
wagging is at the Canton 
Township Administration 
Building where black admin¬ 
istrators are in short supply. 
Though I believe that Canton 
officials are colorblind, the 
most qualified applicants al¬ 
ways get hired as directors, 
the better to serve residents. 
Racial-preference hiring has 
not been a factor. 

But with the schools insist¬ 
ing that administrators’ epi¬ 
dermis must reflect the pub¬ 
lic’s (even though Canton is 
mostly pink or brown, not 
black), and with Rev. Virgil 
Humes, a Plymouth civil 
ri^ts activist, preaching aflOr- 
mative action at town hall. 
Canton officials must consid¬ 
er hiring a black administra¬ 
tor before their faces turn red 
with embarrassment.

Two hundred and twenty six 
years ago, the (Continental Con¬ 
gress of the United States severed 
its ties with and allegiance to 
Great Britain and the British 
Crown adopting the eloquent 
Declaration of Independence 
penned by Thomas Jefferson. 
They did so with much trepida¬ 
tion realizing it probably meant 
war with Britain. 

Nevertheless, fearing the 
growing abuses of the British 
Crown were headed for absolute 
despotism, they threw down the 
gauntlet “With a firm Reliance 
on the Protection of divine Provi¬ 
dence” they mutually pledged 
their lives, their fortunes and sa¬ 
cred honor to establish and main¬ 
tain the freedom they had just de¬ 
clared. 

Many of the signers of that de¬ 
claration did lose their fortunes.

With that declaration, and the 
Constitution that would follow, 
those patriots established a nation 
that is still unique in the world. 
Our country was founded on the 
belief that human rights come 
from God (our Creator, as Jeffer¬ 
son put it) and not from govern¬ 
ment. Government does not 
“grant” rights; it was instituted 
only to recognize those rights 
and protect them. 

Too many people today think 
of the Fourffi of July as just an¬ 
other holiday and perhaps (this 
year) as the start of a four-day 
weekend. The freedoms for 
which millions have fought and 
hundreds of thousands have died 
in this countiy’s wars are taken 
for granted. Sacrifices made by 
earlier generations become relics 


of dim memories of the past, not 
well enough refreshed in history 
classes in schools across the 
country. 

Perhaps it is just human nature 
that each generation must learn 
for itself the price of freedom. 
Today we are confronted with 
the specter and fact of terrorism. 
Our government is asking us to 
give up some of our cherished 
rights in order to provide security. 
While to most this seems not on¬ 
ly reasonable but necessary, we 
should remember that it was a 
domestic government against 
which our founding fathers re¬ 
belled. 

One of our founding fathers 
declared, “Those who would 
give up essential liberties for the 
promise of tranquillity deserve 
and will have neither.” 

Thomas Jefferson’s warning 
should be heeded, “Eternal vigi¬ 
lance is the price of liberty.”

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‘Old-guard’ is replaced by new at Glenn, 

Hawley, Szukaitis announce retirements

The ‘old guard’ is bowing out 
and the new checking into the ath¬ 
letic department offices at Wayne 
Memorial and Westland John 
Glenrt 

The ageless Bill Hawley will not 
be back at Wayne Memorial in the 
fall, while his cross-district col¬ 
league, Jerry Szukaitis, also will not 
be returning to Glenn as athletic di¬ 
rector. Both have retired and the 
administration has picked succes¬ 
sors. 

Hawley and Szukaitis have en¬ 
joyed long and distinguished ca¬ 
reers as educators, coaches, and 
ADs in the Wayne-Westland Com¬ 


munity Schools. 

Hawley will be replaced by long¬ 
time assistant AD, Dewie Cole, who 
has been with the program for 
more than two decades, while 
Szukaitis’s successor reportedly is 
Ron Targosz. Neither Szukaitis or 
Targosz were available at press time 
for interviews with MCN Staff Writ¬ 
ers. 

The 62-year-old Hawley has de¬ 
voted 40 years of his life to the 
Wayne-Westland school system. As 
did Szukaitis, Hawley officially re¬ 
tired seven years ago but was im¬ 
mediately snatched up by the ad¬ 
ministration to handle the massive 
AD chores on a part-time basis. 

“It was an opportunity to help 
the school district which apparently 


was in a financial bind at the time,” 
said Hawley duilng a Monday after¬ 
noon meeting with the media. “As 
usually is the case under these con¬ 
ditions, it also was full-time work, 
with part-time paid.” 

Hired in 1962 by the then Wayne 
Board of Education as a physical 
education, mathematics and sci¬ 
ence teacher at Franklin Junior 
High School, Hawley was reas¬ 
signed to the high school in 1967 as 
a teacher who had the dual respon¬ 
sibilities of coaching track and bas¬ 
ketball 

He was one of the more success¬ 
ful track coaches in the area. 

In 1975, when then Athletic Di¬ 
rector Bill Elliott succumbed to a 
fatal heart attack, Hawley was ap¬ 


pointed as athletic director at a 
high school which had earned state¬ 
wide recognition for its outstanding 
volleyball,, wrestling, baseball, bas¬ 
ketball and football programs. 

“I have enjoyed these past 40 
years, and the great people with 
whom I have worked with,”.said 
Hawley. “We have had some great 
coaches here and I am happy to say 
that most have remained friends 
over the years.” 

Hawley said one of the major 
challenges an athletic director has 
is “not only the paper work such as 
scheduling games and getting offi¬ 
cials, but there is also a lot of com¬ 
munity work, community involve¬ 
ment related to the AD’s job.” 

“We have had a lot of parents in¬ 


volved in our programs, and I do be¬ 
lieve that that is very important as¬ 
pect in the success or/and failure of 
our programs. Also, you must com¬ 
municate with your coaches. That is 
very important - I have always 
maintained an Open Door policy, 
and have been able to maintain it 
throughout the years.” 

And what will he do with all of 
this “extra time” now that he’s offi¬ 
cially retired? 

“Right now my wife and I are 
preparing for our daughter, Cheryl’s 
wedding. She’s marrying a former 
John Glenn football star, Kurt 
Kuban,” Hawley said. 

Good luck to them. 

And to Bill Hawley in his retire¬ 
ment.
